With all its horrors, sufferings and losses, the Great War conferred at 
least one benefit on mankind in that it opened the eyes of all people, and 
partieularly all Governments, to the physical condition of the race and dem- 
onstrated that the greatest of all national assets are people, and people ot 
streng bodies and robust health without whick mental equipment must re- 
main below par The Great War also demonstrated on a huge scale beyond

Those that dogmatically state it to 
be impossible base their declarations 
on the fact that the open prairies are 
practically treeless. 

A summarized composite statement 
of their case might be: “If trees could 
be grown on the prairies they (the 
prairies) would have been clad with 
one vast forest.” 

lt is strange indeed how a popular 
fallacy persists and is stated as a fact 
with a fine air of finality long after it 
has been demonstrated by fact to be a 
fallacy. It is true that the absence 
of trees on the prairie long puzzled the 
savants, and to this day different rea- 
sons are advanced for this natural 
phenomenon. During many centuries 
the recession of the great cap of 
the glacial period or ice age formed a 
huge ice dam to the natural drainage 
north of the Canadian western plains,’ 
This resulted in the formation of an 
enormous lake known to 
Lake Agassiz. When the cap had re- 
treated from the 
moraine carpeted prairie provinces 
were again drained. Why didn’t they 
become naturally reforested as other

Hogs On Pasture 


Experiment Conducted At the Central 
Farm at Ottawa 

The pasturing of hogs on clover, 
Japanese millet and sweet clover was 
made the subject of an experiment 
carried on last year by the Dominion 
animal husbandman at the central 
farm at Ottawa. The test covered a 
period of sixty-nine days from June 6, 
during forty-two of which the 
got skim-milk and clover pasture and 
during the remaining twenty-seven 
days they were fed skim-milk, Japan- 
millet clover, besides 
the regular rations, which consisted of 
tWo parts oats, one part corn, one part 
middlings, one part bran, five per cent, 
tankage, and three per cent. oilmeal. 
In the day period the 
amount of bran was reduced by half. 
In his report, after giving full detalts, 
the husbandman, Mr. G. B. Rothwell, 
draws these deductions: That the 
Berkshire hogs made slightly more 
economical gains than the Yorkshires 
on pasture; that the Yorkshires con- 
sumed more meal and milk per pound 
of gain produced; that the Yorkshires 
are more subject to sunburn than the

It has been assumed that 
these cells were dead, but recently a 
close examination of them by Dr. Mac- 
Dougal showed that they still 
living and functioning,
